Pea igas is king produced in other 
fields, and believers in the new fuel 
insist that a great feld of peat has 
all the possibilities of power pro- 
duction which Inrk m a great .wa- 
ter power. 1 

Power can be produced from peat 
gas and sold properly at{ the rale 
of S6 per horsepowet per annum.

ond added interest In the other 
school work, and absence from schuol 
oy truaney becomes practically un- 
RO 
rhe teaching of this subject means 
much for health and the prevention 
of disease. Absolute cleantinuss 1s In- 
sisted upon, and the pupil learns to 
bo not only scrupulous about the 
conaition of all her uténsis aud ves- 
gels, but Ujat the microbe Its always 
to bo guarded against. Prominent 
nuthoritics in Great Britain de- 
clare that the teaching of Domestic 
Science means more io fighting tu- 
perctlosis than any other single 
measure. Tie application of that to 
Ontario Is painfully obvious. Cholera 
\nfantum, a dreaded ecourge of child- 
hood, is a disease due to’ mistake In 
food acd lack ia cleafiliness, and may 
bo absolutely banished by such care- 
ful measures os are taught in Do- 
mestic Science. Dyspepsia, tuo, will 
become an almost unknown disease. 
One great odjection urged against 
the subject is the overctrowdlag of 
ovr curriculum. If Domestic Science 
were a brand new thing for the 
pupil, involving new, facts and pew 
regions of thought, then there might 
be come force in the cbjection. But 
the facts of Domestic Science, — 
cooking and sewing,—are part and 
parce! of her everyday life, what 
the science does is to bring to bear 
upon these daily experiences of the 
household the knowledge and the 
mental training gained through the 
work of the class-room. The child 
studies four andahalf days of a 
week at grammar, geography, arith- 
metic, etc., and then in the Domestic 
Science Jesson in the remaining half- 
Gay proceeds to apply what she has 
learned. Thus she reviews and cor- 
relates all her school work—a very 
great achievement in education. 
Now as to the expense. There 
is needed one room suitably equip- 
ped. This one room and one teach- 
er would be sufficient for Lindsay. 
The expense of fitting op the room 
for 25 pupils would bel $200: This 
mould provide for 250 pupils, a8 
there coull be 10 clasees a week. The 
running expenses for material would 
be $10C a year, and the teacher's 
salary would b: 09. Ths would ‘n- 
elude both sewing and cooking, for 
one teacher couljd attend to both. 
Tho sewing course is a two years’ 
course and the cooking course one 
of four years--two yea-s in Pub- 
Jis School and two years in High

teins need long cocking at \o7 
perature; for instance, an P 
sliould never be boiled or (ried, ‘To 
cook it properly; put! it int cold wa- 
ter and let the water come to a 
boil; the instant the water boils the 
egg le cooked, and may be removed Jn 
the hot water to the back of the 
slove and kept warm for a long t'me. 
Or put the egg in boiling water and 
set on the back of tle stove to 
simmer for six minutes. Ths carbo- 
hydrates, or stareliz foots, on the 
other hand, néed Intense heat and 
usually long cooking. ‘This was il- 
lustrated by the making of whilo 
gauce, with flour and milk. 

Other things attended to in the 
courso were the care of the utensils, 
the precautions for cleantiness, the 
dress, conyenlences for doing work, 
ele, preparation of menus, careful 
adaptation of recipes to famil of 
different sizes, ete,

When one reads 8. W's last letter 
this state of affairs is nat to be wou- 
dered at, because it gives tie key 
to the whole situation. He adyo- 
cates holding securities which are 
bearing interest at the rate of four 
per ceat. and borrowing money at 
six per cent., or in other words, bor- 
rowing money. at six per cent, and 
loaning ati four per cent., this being 
the basis upon which the 95 Council 
did business. Is it any wender they 
made a mess of it? S. W. complains 
of the ‘96 Council disposing of the 
4per cept. - Railway bond and ap- 
Dlyiug the proceeds thereof to pay 
off a note bearing 6 per cent. This 
transaction saved $140 inter in 
one vear, and yet S. W. says it was 
not good financing. SW. and. his 
colleagues managed the affairs of 
the town so very badly during theic 
term that it was compulsory for the 
‘96 Council to realize on som> 9f 
the assets of the town in or to 
provide for their deficit; after sell- 
ing the bond there was still $5,000 
remainine to be provited for out of 
the tax rate for *96.

History of This Interesting Breed. 
(Springfield Reyublican.) 

Since the entry of the French- 

Canadian cattle in the dairy tests 

at the Pav-American Pxposition at 


Busfalo many inquiries have been 
| made about the breed. In fact, 
| many people thought Canada jad 


whit might be enlled a natien breed, 
like the so-called natlyes of the 
| Gaited States, made up by crossing 
the progeny of early importatious 
until it would be hard to tell what 
blood predominates. Tho Massachu- 
tts Plowman quotes from a pamph 
Jet sent out by Dr. J. A. Coutura, 
D.V.S., of Quebec, secretary of the 

Trench-Cuadian Cattle Breeders’ As- 
j sociation, In which be gives the his- 
tory of the breed and the claims 
wade for it. 

Me suys the French settlers who 
first came to Canada were natives 
of Brittany and Normandy, France. 
hs first ealtle In Quebec, in 1620 or, 
thereabouts, were brought, no 
doubt, from those two districts. No 
Importations of other breeds worth 
mentioning are reported in the his- 
{ory of the Province. until about 
7eG0 or a little before. Betwean 
1776 avd i850 a few herds of Eng- 
lish’ eattle, mostly Ayrshire and 
Shorthorns, were brought into the 
Provinese, but they were bought by 


wealthy Englishmen living near 
Mentreal and Quebec. where they 


are still to be found. They found but 
Nettle favor with the French inhabl- 
tants In the poorer region and in 
tlie remote parls along the Laur- 
entides and the lower part of the 
St, Lawrence, both north and south, 
as they wero loth to ¢ros¥ their 
hardy little cows with the larger 
bieeds, fearing, with’ good reason, 
that they could not feed sufficient- 
ly to keep the larger! animals alive, 
to say nothing of profit. during the 
seven months of the winter. Thus 
they have been kept nearly distinct 
for over 250 years, and in-and-in 
breeding has been resorted to to fix 
in a sure manner the characteris- 
fics of the breed. Thus they have 
much of tle appearance of the 
Brittany eattle of the day. Ic may 
be noted here that the Irench-Can- 
adjan, ths Jersey. Guernsey, Kerry 
and Brittany cows are all supposed 
to come from the same orisin, and 
ihe Brittany is usually allowed to 
be the older stock. the different 
breeds being modified by climate, 
care, and perhaps individual char- 
acteristics of animals bred from, un- 
til they vary from the 500-nound 
Kerry to iho Guernsey almost as 
laree as the Shorthorn. 

The three qualities claimed for the 
French-Canadian are hardiness, fru- 
malty. and richuess of milk. Ags 
dheyv ar= small. the cows averazing 
700 pounds each, they do not reanire 
ler@e amounts of fool. Ta_ form 
they are somethinz like tlhe Jersey. 
bnt in color most freauently a solid 
Dinek, or black with brown’ strine 
on the back and around the muzzle, 
or brown with black points, brown 
brindle, on eyen yellowish.

In Talking of Wear’s End He Says 
It May Be Needed. | 


OTHERS FURNISH PRECEDENTS 


The Question of Irish Representation 
Discussed by the Colonial Sccretary— | 


More Rules and Fewer Members 
Wanted—Representation by Pop- 
ulation Would Reduce the 


Number. 


Edinburgh, Oct. 26.—Mr. Chanmiber- 
Jain, the Colonial Secretary, address- | 
ing upwards of 8,000 persons in Way- 
erley Market, Edinburgh, last night, 
announced that the Government in- 
tended to frame new rules for the 
House of Commons, so as to limit 
Irish obstruction: 

“We propose,”’ said he, “‘to bring 
forward rules which shall give to the 
Majority of the Commons greater 
control over its own business and 
greater control over the men who in- 
sult and outage it; and we shall en- 
deavor to protect the mother of Par- 
liaments from those who would de- 
stroy her usefulness and reputation." | 

But this was not the only thing 
Mr. Chamberlain declared the Gov- | 
ernment intended to do. 

“The present representation of Ire- 
land is,’" said he, “‘an abuse aud a 
scandal. No alteration can be made 
except in immediate anticipation of , 
a general dissolution, and we are not ° 
contemplating that. But when we. 
get nearer to the time we shall ask 
you whether you think Irish repre- 
sentation is so precious to you, 0 
valuable toe the national interests, 
more, it is desirable to continue on 
a scale which gives the Irish repre- 
sentation enorinously exceeding the 
proportionate representation of Scot- 
land and England.’ 

The Colonial Secretary went on to 
point out that on the basis of popu- 
lation Ireland had 30 members {oo 
many in the House of Commons, and 
on the basis of her contributions for ' 
Imperial purposes, as considered at” 
the time of the union, she had from ! 
40 to 50 members too many. 

“I say that this constitution is an 
abuse,’’ he continued, ‘‘and there is 
no reason why it should be perne 
trated.” 

In another portion of the speech, 
which was largely devoted to the 
Irish question, he observed: ‘‘If tl:ese 
gentlemen who now openly shout for 
the Mandian and pray for the Boers, 
if they hod a Parliament of their 
own, if all the strings of Irish Gov- 
ernment had been in their hands,» if 
they had had the power, I am not 
certain that they would have refused 
to pay their contribution to the war, 
and that they would have placed us 
in a position of embarrassment.’” 

In reviewing the war in South Af- 
rica which he declared again ~ hiad 
been forced upon Great Britain by 
the Boers, he said the Government 
acknowledged that it had made o 
mistake as to the time of ending the 
war, and that he admired the tenac- 
ity of the Boers; but he insisted that 
it was the duty of Great Britain to 
meet this tenacity with equal reso- 
lution. Then followed what is  re- 
garded a5 a most important declaru- 
tion: 

“TI think the time has come 
coniing,’’ said the Colonial 
tar “when measures of 
severity may be necessary, «und, if 
that time comes, we can find prece- 
dents for anything we do in the ac- 
tions of these nations who now criti- 
cize our ‘barbarity’ and ‘cruelty,’ 
but whose example in Poland, in the } 
Caucasus, in Algeria, in Vonquin, in 
Nosnia and the Franco-Germin war 
we have never ajproached.’’

‘The probability now is 
that tho Canadian Government will 
shortly pass an Order-in-Couneil ab- 
rogating the tariff preference to New 
South Wales, which has now become 
merged with the rest of the Aua- 
tralian colonics, excepting New Zea- 
land. It would be anomalous, not 
to say absurd, to continue a tariff 
preference 10 New South Wales when 
the conditions upon which it was 
granted have ceased to exist. There 
is an impression abroad that as soon 


os the Canadian Government has 
fad time to consider the ultered 
state of affairs resulting from the 


new fiscal policy in Australia inquir- 
ies will be set on foot with a view 
to ascertaining whether Hon. Ed- 
mund Barton and his colleagues 
would be favarable to a reciprocal 
trade arrangement. There is, how- 
ever, no oflicial basis for this im- 
pression, the Government as yet hay- 
ing had no time to deliberate upon 
the situation.

LAW ISTOBECHANGED 


LEGISLATION FORESHADOWED 


It Will Likely Be Introduced During the 
Coming Session of the Legislature—The 
Bill of Last Session Was Introduced 
by Mr. Carscallen and Was Ee- 
commended by the Municipal 
Association. 


Toronto, Nov. 6.—Hon. J. M. Gib- 
son, when spoken to yesterday, fore- 
shadowed further legislation in re- 
gard to the assessment of the plants 
of corporations in order to leave no 
doubt as to the meaning of the law. 
He said: ‘The clause that was 
adopted was the Ontario Municipal 
Association’s clause, and formed) = 
bill introduced by Mr. Carscalien of 
Hamilton during the session It 
had been submitted as the Municipal 
Association's proposed emendment 
for two or three sessions, and was 
supposed to be clear enough to set- 
tle any question as to the proper 
taxation of corporations. As a 
Matter of fact, the assessment of 
Hamilton, and, I think, also of oth- 
er places, in many parts of the Pro- 
vince, is not on the scrap iron basis, 
but has been made and settled on 
the basis of what was supposed to 
be the effect of the new law. No 
doubt there will be further legisla- 
tion at the next session.”” 


DAY-LABOE DEPUTATION. 


Hon Mr. Tarte's Reply to the Enilding 
Trade Delezates. 


Ottawa, Ont., November 6. — 
A deputation representing the 
building trades of the city waited 
upon Hon. J. Israel Tarte yesterday 
morning and asked that day labor 
be employed in the construction of 
the branch of the Royal Mint, the 
National Museum, the Dominion As— 
tronomical Observetory and other 
Government buildings to be erected 
in the city. Messrs. I. E. Cross, 
Thomas Smith and A. Knapp were 
the speakers. They claimed ‘that 
day labor has proved, where tried, 
to be much superior to the contract 
system. They maintainal that ex- 
perience had shown the contract 
system to be an expensive: one for 
the country, whereas the daylabor 
plan is not only more economical, 
but gives a better class of work. 

In reply, Mr. Tarte said that 
there was nothing new in the ques— 
tion. It had been discussed several 
times in Parliament, and be general- 
ly bad to bear the brunt of the fight 
for day labor, even the labor repre— 
Sentatives in the House not sup- 
Porting him. He favored day Ila- 
bot, but would not say that it could 
be successfully applied in every part 
of the country. He would not hesi- 
tate to say that under proper fore— 
men day labor is tha best, but the 
Other members of the Government 
and Parliament Had to_be convinced 
of the fact. He could not make any 
Jrumise, as he was oniy onci and a 
very humble member of the Govern

The Revised Game Laws. 


VALUABLE INFORM TION FOR 
OUR SPORTSMAN READERS. :

Reference. 

Although we hase published a 
synopsis of the game laws twice 
since early spring, we hhaye had a 
number of enquiries from parties 


for information to be found therein, 
and for their benefit we again pub- 
lish an abstract of the laws os pre- 
pared by Chief Game Warden Tins- 
ley, of Hamilton: Gut this out—it 
will not appear again: 

No person pot a resident and do- 
miciled in Ontario, may hunt or kill 
‘any animal or bird in Ontario with- 
out haying procured a non-resident 
license. 

Deer—Open season Noy. 1st 
Noy. 15th, both days inclusive. 

Only two deer may be tvaken in one 
$ by one persou. 

Moose, Reindeer or Caribou—-Open 
season Noy. 1st to Nov. 15th, in the 
year 1909, both days inclusive, and 
in every third year thereafter. 

Oaly one Moose, Reindeer or Carl- 
bou may be taken in one season by 
one person. 

No cow Moose, young Moose, Cari- 
pou or Reindeer under the age of 
one year can be killed. 

No £lk or Wapiti 5 all be hunt- 
ed, taken or killed at any time in 
Outario. 

No person may transport or haye 
in possession, except tronv Noy. ist 
to 22nd, any wild Deer, Moose, Rein- 
deer or Caribou, or head, raw skin 
or other part thereof, unless accom- 
panied by affidavit that same was 
taken during th> open season. Deer, 
Moos2, Reindeer or Caribou may not 
be carricd or transported unless a 
Jicense shipping coupon is attached, 

No hounds or dogs accustomed to 
pursue Deer are allowed at’ large 
where Deer are found, during the 
clos season for Deer. 

Hounds or dogs running Deer dur- 
ing the close season my be killed 
on sight by any pereod, who shall 
not be liable to damage for so doing. 

Ducks—Open season Sept. ist to 
Dec. 15th, both days inclusive. 

Geese and Swapns—Open season 
Sept. 15th to May ist in the fol- 
jowing year, both days Inclusive. 

Grouse—Open season Seyrt. 15th to 
Dec. 15th, both days incluslye.

The untidy, even, are not re- 
fulatied beyond ihe demandd for the 
general good—the comfort and well- 
being of others. And why that 
clanzivg of the rising, bell in a home 
for tha aged? Tf an old mam or jWwo- 
man who has slept little *hrough nv 
long night can sleep in the morning 
—though it be nnitl noon—why pre- 
vent it? Ts not the conventense of 
the service of this house too often 
considered before that of the family? 
The ideal Home has always a fam- 
ily sitting room; tables Inden with 
good reading, broad windows, no lack 
of easy chairs and couches; sroups 
of old Jadies chatting over their sew- 
Ing and knitting; old men discussing

WR. ROSS AT OTTAWA 


Plans for the Development of 
Ontario Discussed. 


WORK TO BE DONE IN BRITAIN 


Words of 
Sincority in Them for the 


Province—How

for Imp, Institute Exhibits, 


Ottawa, Nov. 1—Hon. Geo. W. 
Ross spent considerable time yester- 
day in discussing with members of 
the Dominion Government certain 
matters that will bo of practical ad- 
yantage to Ontario, and in which 
the authorities here will doubtless 
willingly co-operate. The Ontario 
Premier hod a long interview with 
the Minister of the Interlor in re- 
gard to adopting an immigration 
policy that would attract moro ag- 
ricultural Jaborers to Canada. The 
whole question was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and Mr. Ross is well satis- 
fled with Mr. Sifton'’s desire to deal 
with it in a broad and comprehen- 
sive spirit. Tho class of immi- 
grants wanted, of course, are those 
who are particularly disposed to en- 
gaged in ogriculture, whether they 
be from Great Britain, the United 
States, Germany or Scandinavia. 
Naturally it is Mr. Ross’ desire that 
New Ontario shall get the benefit of 
any movement of this kind, as well 
as old Ontario. The Premier hopes 
to ascertain during the coming win- 
ter the extent of the demand for ag- 
ricultural labor in Ontario. 

Mr. Ross also met Hon. Sydney 
Wisher and discussed with him the 
matter of tho permanent exhibition 
at the Imperial Institute in London, 
to which Ontario contributes. ‘Lhe 
Premier also urged upon the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture the importance to 
Ontario, as well as to the whole of 
Canada, of presenting to the people 
of Great Britain in as striking a 
manner as possible, the variety and 
extent of the natural resources of 
Ontario, and particularly its manu- 
factures and raw materials. This 
could only be satisfactorily accom- 
plished, Mr. Ross thought, by find- 
ing quarters more convenient to the 
business men of London, Mr. Vish- 
er informed Mr. Ross that he was 
already making some move in that 
direction, which would improve the 
existing ‘ondition of things. Mr. 
Ross laid special emphasis upon the 
importance of having the food pro- 
ducts of Ontario, and particularly 
its fruits, exhibited in a way that 
would attract more fully the atten- 
tion of the people of Great Britain. 

Settlement of New Ontario. 


In a newspaper interview Mr. Ross 
dwelt at some length upon the On- 
tario Government’s desire to settle 
New Ontario and to secure Mr. Sif- 
ton’s co-operation in so doing. ‘‘We 


have,’’ said he, ‘‘in this region at 
least twelve million acres of good 
agricultural land, capable of sup- 


porting an immense population. It 
is a part of the Province which will 
one day add no small proportion to 
Canada’s natural wealth. Our Goy- 
ernment surveying parties have been 
over it, and we are satisficd as_ to 
its adaptability to farming. All it 
needs is settlers, and these it will be 
our endeavor to provide. Ontario 
contributes no small share to the 
large annual expenditure on immi- 
gration, and so we should have no 
hesitation in looking for our pro- 
portion of the returns. There is no 
reason under the sun why Ontario’s 
sons should be moving to the prairies 
when they can avail themselves of 
splendid opportunities for successful 
farming in the northwestern portion 
of their own Province. That is the 
way the case presents itself to my 
mind. We have already spent some 
money in making known the splen- 
did resources of this country, and I 
think a few years will show that the 
outlay has been made to good ad- 
vantage. At any rate, we are bound 
to lay the matter fairly before the 
public, with the full assurance that 
our efforts are not to prove fruit- 
less. Means of communication are 
being opened up through New On- 
tario, and before long there will be 
in operation a branch line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway up to Lac 
Seul. Were is a district capable of 
yielding a handsome return to those 
who want to enter it. The railway 
company has given its promise that 
it will shortly provide transporta- 
tion facilities. Lac Seul is a grand 
body of water that lies on the old 
route of communication with James 
Bay by way of the Albany River. 
We will spénd some money on 
locks, and should with a very mod- 
erate outlay be able to provide a 
through waterway down to the main 
line of travel east and west. ‘The 
waterway is there to our hands al- 
ready, It has been traveled by the 
Indians for centuries on their way 
in and out from the great northern 
sea, and would need but little at- 
tention here and there to give set- 
tlers what they need—cheap trans- 
portation for their grain and other 
products to the markets of the 
world. It is a great problem we 
are facing in the development of 
this rich quarter of Canada. Its 
tilling will mean wonderful things 
for the whole Dominion, and partic- 
ularly for the Ottawa Valley. 
through which it must have access 


| to the business centres of the great 
| world beyond.

Two mouthd after his arriyal in 
Lintisay the destruction of Loretto 
Convent by fire called forth bis 
abundant energies, with’ the result 
that the building was restored the 
same year. Thit was bul the begin- 
ning of a series of improvements 
that has placed the church property 
and finances of St. Mary's parish 
in a position second to no other 
tural parish in the provivce of On- 
tario. 

it may be added that during the 
yacancy of th® Seo of Peterboro, 
from May, 1886, when Bishop Jamot 
died, to May 1887, Vicar-General 
Laurent acted as Administrator of 
the Diosesa with warked ability and 
acceptance, In 1896 Bis Holiness 
Pope Leo NITl., in recognition of 
his distinguished garvices to! the 
Chiirehi, eleyated him to tle digaity 
of Appellate to His Holiness.

comes. 

His Lordship next’ referred briefly 
1o Mgr Laurent’s great work in the 
parish of Lindsay, and referred par- 
ticularly to his deep interest in the 
cause of Catholic education — jis 
heart had dlways been with the tittle 
ones in th> schools, becausa ie real- 
ized that they must be trained for 
heaven as well as for tle things of 
this world. You all know how he 
hated shams of all kinds; how he ab- 
horred yice, and reasoned with and 
encosrig:d sinners to amend their 
lives; and how he wunceasingly 
preached against intemperance and 
prayed for its victims— Such, my 
friends is the mission of a goo 
priest—h> adyises and comforts the 
! living. and even after death lie 
teases not to labor for the salvation 
of their immortal souls. No wonder 
you, the peopie of St. Mary’s, ga- 
ther in sorrowful concourse io pay 
the last tokens of respect to the 
body of your good priest, but you 
can best honor his memory by re- 
membering his gool advieo and 
spiritual admonitions, and by never 
faillnz to pray that the Eternal 
Litght may shine wou him May

After the solemn asperges and 
final prayers, at! which His Grace 
Archbishop Gauthier officiated, the 
casket was carried down the main 
aislo to th> hearse in waiting, escort- 
Grace, Bishops O’Lonnor

clergy in solemn procession. A faw 
minutes later the funeral cortezo 
formed and started for the cemetery. 

Thousands of people, in reverent 
attitude, lined Russell and Lindsay 
sts. while the long procession tra- 
velled s'owly post.

Clersy 
and priests, ministers of other con- 
gregat and members of the Town 
Council, in carriages; next the mem- 
bers of Lindsvy and Downeyyille €.

MGR LAURENT'S GOOD WORK 
During the seyenteen years Mon- 
signor Laurent Was in charge of the 
parish of St. Mary’s he accomplished 
great things for its inoterial pros- 
perity. As mentioned above, his on- 
ergles were devoted a few weeks al- 
ter his translation here to the re- 
building of Loretto Convent, andit 
ls not exuggerating te say that ever 
Since tat day he hud beeu constant- 
ly engaged in the everseeing or 
planning of some work or improye- 
ment calculwted to make the charch 
property more valuable or to en- 

hancsth= Confort of his parishion- 
ers. When he took charse he found 
a debt of $18,090 ang heavy Inter- 
est charges to be met.-To, 
tinguishment of this heavy burthen 
he applied himself with unflaseine 
zeal. and by careful manayemeut of 
tho ordinary revenues, and with the 
| hearty assistance of all, he mado the 

last payment on the debt at the 
frend of about five years. Then he 


told his people that so lung as he re- 
mained their pastor a mortgage 
Would never again be placed on the 
property of the 
kept his pledge. 

A few years later, wilh money say- 
ed and in the bank, helped cut by the 
spectal contributioas of his people, 
he began the enlargement and 
renovation of tha church, whioh in- 
Cluded (he ereetion of a new spire 
and the placing therein of a chime 
of bells. The cost of the whole was 
about $15,000. Next he found that 
the Presby y needed repairs, and 
the bullding was placed in thorough 
condition at a cost of about $1,100, 
Then followed improved gystems of 
heating Inythe chureh, convent and 
presbytery, substantial new fene- 
ing, and many smali, but needed jm- 
provements that called for a cons:d- 
erable sum in the aggregate. 

His next undertaking of magnitude 
Was the securing of a new cemetery 
in a more convenient looality. A 
plot of 25 acres along the river near 
the southern boundary of the town 
was purchased at a cost of $2,800, 
a car taker's dwelling and outbuild- 
Ines wera erected at a cost of S1- 
200, and a mortinary chapel at a 
cost of about $700. Roads ana 
walks were constructed, and the 
sented on outlay of over $5,009. 
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8 last and crowning work—dear 
to lis heart and long medifatea, — 
was the securing cf a Parish Hall 
as 1 ing place for the Catlo- 
s ond the men of the con- 
fregation. This was openad Jast 
Yyeur at a total cost of cyer $4,000. 
The list of good works might be 
made much longer if space permit 
ted. When we say that during his 
pastorate of seventeen years Mon- 
signor Laurent, in paying the debt 
and providing for nll Improvements, 
expended close on $85,090 without 
imposiug any undus burthens on his 
flock, the fact speaks volumes for 
lils executive ability and careful 
inanagement.

The Municipal Amendment Act of 
1901, in section 9! and 10 does away 
with double or treble yoting for 


councillors at tha town or township 
€l.cto’s. This much yexed question 
is now settled, and for the present 
at least it will be one man ole yote. 
The Municipal Act is amended Sy in- 
serting therein afler section 158, the 
following section; 

i In towns and © 
the councillors or aldermen 
ed by general yote every to 
shall ba limited to one yote for the 
mayor and one vote for vach council- 
Joy or alderman to be elected for the 
tdivn or city, andi shall vote atthe 
polling place of the polling sub- 
vision in which he is a resident, 
if qualified to yote therein: or when 
he is a non-resident on if not en- 
titled to yote in the polling sub-di- 
yision where he resides, then where 
he first yotes and there only ; and in 
cities where the aldermen are elected 
in two electorai divisions every elec- 
tor sliall be limited to ona vote for 
mayor aud to one vete for each’ 
alderman, to be elected in each elec- 
tora) djyision in which lle had been 
rated for the necessary property 
qualification and shall vote in the 
matter hereinbefore prescribed. 

10 Section 159 of the said Act is 
amended by inserting after the word 
‘wards!’ in the third line thereof the 
following words “nor more than once 
in the township though the township 
is) divided into wards wh-r» the elec- 
tion is for the township, at large "by 
general vote.”

Cheap Mall Facilities Ono of tho Chief Factors 
In Our Prosperity and Progress. 


“<@ommon is the commonplace.’’ The 
most yaluable of civil benefits is such a 
commonplace matter, that we scarcely 
give ita thought, It would take a win- 
ter ona whaler nipped in an ice floe to 
make us truly appreciable of the worth 
of the postal service. What a wonder- 
ful thing itis! Wonderful in its organ- 
ization, with its yast machinery for the 
collection and distribution of letters, its 
railway mail cars, its route riders, the 
unfailing order and precision of its 
methods, Wonderful it is too in its re- 
sulta, It knita together families widely 


separated, It carries across the sea 
some tender loyer's message or perhaps 
a little flower picked from the daisied 
grave of an English eure ase Eyery 
hour of every coy the mail bag is packed 
with words which waken love and laugh- 
ter, and words which deepen the furrow 
in the cheek and dim the failing sight 
bitter tears. 
ut with all this there is going on 
through the mail service a dissemina- 
tion of human knowledge, a reaching 
out of human help which 13 one of the 
crowning blessings of our century. The 
correspondence schools led by Chautaa- 
qua, are sending to every village and 
hhamilet the broader knowledge which is 
so eagerly craved by many who are ahut 
in to the homely duties of a humble 
life. Without the mail system this plan 
of education would be impracticable. 
Every mail, too, carries from the great 
centers, the advice of great physicians, 
which it would be impossible for the 
distant public to obtain were it not for 
the mails, Few people realize how 
many thousand people depend on the 
mail service for medical treatment. Not 
long ago when some postal affairs were 
being discussed in connection with the 
erection of the new postoffice building 
in Buffalo, N. Y., some light was thrown 
on this subject by the statement that 
the mail by Dr. R V. Pierce amounted 
daily to something over 1,500 pieces.

They Do $80,000 Damage at 
the Closing of Pan-American. 


MONEY LOSS ABOUT $3,000.000 


Notwithstanding Financial Deficit the 


Exposition Will Be of Great Value 
Commercially In the Future—Over 
8,000,000 of People Visited 

Show inthe Six Months of 


Its Existence. 


the 


Buffalo, Noy. 4.—The Pan-American 


Exposition ended at 12 o'clock Sat-! 


urday night. At midnight President 


John G. Milburn pressed an electric 
button and the lights in the now 
famous electric tower were dim for 


the last time. Slowly, one by one, 
the lights on post and pinnacle and 
tower faded away. A corps of hug- 
lers standing in the tower sounded 
““taps,’’ and! one of the greatest glor- 
ies of the Exposition, the electrical 
illumination, passed away, and the 
Exposition was ended. 

The Exposition has not been a fi- 
nancial success, but the benefits de- 
rived from it will of great value to 
the commercial interests of the coun- 
try. The financial loss will be in the 
neighborhood of $3,000,000. ‘The 
loss will fall upon the holders of the 
common stock, the holders of second 
mortgage bonds, and the contractors 
who erected the buildings. Tivo hun- 
dred and ten thousand shares of com- 
mon stock were sold at $10 a share. 
The stock was subscribed for by the 
citizens of Buffalo and the Niagara 
frontier in small lots of from one 
share to 100, so that this loss of 
$2,100,000 will not be seriously felt 
by any one. ‘he first mortgage 
bond, amounting to $2,500,000, will 
be paid in full. Congress is likely to 
be appealed to for a grant of $2,- 
000,000. 

The total number of admissions for 
the six months was close to 8,000,- 
000. An average of 2,000,000 a 
month had been figured on by the 
Exposition officials. 

The great snow storm of last April 
was a severe blow to the Exposition. 
An immense amount of work was un- 
done, and work on the grounds and 
buildings was delayed for a week. 
Strenuous efforts were made to ranke 
up for the lost time, but on May 1 
a vast amount of work remained un- 
done, and the formal opening of the 
Eeosttion was postponed until Muy 


The lamentable tragedy in the Tem- 
ple of Music, which robbed the nation 
of a beloved President, was another 
blow to the Pan-American. The 
attendance had been increasing stead- 
ily up to the date of the assassina- 
tion of President McKinley: The 
gates were closed for two days, and 
When they re-opened there was a 
drop of 12 per cent. in tthe attend- 
ance, and no improvement foilawed. 

The Government exhibit, which is 
a beautiful and instructive collection, 
will be at once shipped to Charles- 
ton 

A large crowd attended the Expos- 
ition Saturday. Tho exhibit build- 
ings were jammed during the after- 
noon, and there was considerable 
petty thieving of exhibits by souven- 
ir fiends. The fruit and wine exhib- 
its in the horticultura) building suf- 
fered the most loss from the depre- 
dations of the crowd, and it finally 
became necessary to turn the people 
out of the building and lock the 
doors. 

There was a veritable riot on the 
Midway Saturday evening. The dis- 
order started from a quarrel between 
an intoxicated man and a waiter. 
The crowd took the part of the 
Stranger and wrecked the place, 
smashing chairs, tables and ~vindows, 
A stream of water froma fire hose 
finally put the mob to rout. 

The closing hours of the Pan-Amer- 
ican were marked by scenes of the 
most disgraceful vandalism. Crowds 
Were there apparently for no other 
Purpose than to destroy and steal. 
What they couldn’t carry away they 
Smashed and the police force was in- 
adequate to cope with the vandals. 

Giant palms, valued all the Way up 
to $100, were slashed and destroyed. 
Valupble cacti were carried away or

A 
great number of black crayon figures 
were chalked on the walls, of which 
this is a sample: A large bottle, pre- 
sumably of whiskey, with a label, 
“Killed by Old Rye.’ 

One admission is made by officials, 
which is satisfactory to the outside 
public: There were no foreigners guil- 
ly of these acts of vandalism; they 
were simply due to the roughest ele 
ment of Buffalo. 

The officials estimate the damage 
alone by hoodlums to be $80,000. It 
is to be regretted that the Fair 
should have gone out in a seance of 
disorder, as the closing ceremonies 


! were certainly of a most impressive 


character. 


Cardinal Moran’s Menacing Address. 


London, Noy. 4.—Cardinal Moran's 
menacing address, delivered recently 
in Sydney on the subject of the anti- 
Catholic clause in the royal declara- 
tion, has caused a decidedly uncom- 
fortable sensation in the Colonial 
Office, where the full text of the 
specch was received last week. Other 
utterances of like character are 
reaching Mr. Chamberlain both from 
Australia and Canada. The latter 
are especially biting and insistent. 
As a matter of fact, the situation be- 
tween the Government and the Oath- 
olic subjects of the Crown is so 
acute as to threaten an open  rup- 
ture.

Toronto, Nov. 2.—After listening 
to Chief Justico Walconbridge'’s 


charge ond talking over the evidence 
in the case for over four hours y, 
terday, the jury in the case of Pred 
Teo Rice, which had been in  pro- 
gress for four days, returned to 
court and announced thein finding. 
It was exactly 4 o'clock when Sher- 
iff Mowat brought the twelve men 
in, and Thomas Shortiss, their fore- 
mun, in answer to the usual ques- 
tion from Clerk Nichol, said: 

“We disagree on the first count, 
but we find the prisoner guilty on 
the second count.’’ 

‘Phere wera very few in the court- 
room who heard or understood the 
full effect of the verdict. Rice ap- 
pavently did not, for he leaned over

‘Phen Mr. Robinette arose and put 
forth w forcible argument with a 
view to having the pronouncing of 
the death sentence postponed, He 
said: ‘'My Lord, I move that judg- 
ment be stayed on the verdict as 
found, and ask you to reserve a 
ease for the Court of Appeal on the 
ground that there has been no con- 
cert, no collusion, no common de- 
sign shown to exist between the 
three prisoners prior to the firing of 
the shot that killed Constable 
Boyd.” Mr. MRobinette urged that 
even if the three prisoners separate- 
ly made up their minds to escape 
when the pistols came into the hack, 
the prisoner Rice could not be con- 
victed of Conspiracy, and went on 
and cited several cases dealing with 
the point at issue, and was right in 
the midst .of what looked like a 
lenethy and complicated argument 
when Ilis Lordship interrupted him 
ving: 

“Pardon me, I think there ought 
to be a case reserved. I entirely 
agree with your argument, and even 
if the application had not teen 
miade, I had made up my mind to 
grant a reserved case. 

Mr. Guthrie took no part, except 
to say that he admitted the force of 
Mr. Robinette’s argument.

that a case be stated, when Mr. 
Robinette urged that a second ob- 
jection to the efiect that there had

“Yes,’’ said the court, “and on 
any other grounds that seem tena- 
ble,’ Mr. Robinette was advised 
to submit his case to the Crown 


prosecutor and thence to His Lord- 
ship, who will send it on to the 
Court of Appeal. Thus the trial of 
Fred Lee Rice ended. The jury in 
the case was discharged till Monday 
at 11 a. m. 

The effect of the verdict returned 
by the jury is that Rice was found 
guilty of murder, and had not the 
reseryed case been granted by His 
Lordship, the prisoner would have 
been sentenced to be hanged. It is 
a source of great satisfaction to Mr. 
Robinette, who has put forth every 
effort in connection with the case, ta 
know that he still has a chance to 
save his client from the gallows. 


Providing the Court of Ap- 
peals does not grant the ap- 
plication to have the verdict set 


aside or grant a new trial, the pri- 
soner’s counsel intends to take the 
whole matter to the Supreme Court 
at Ottawa. Mr. Robinette is cen- 
fident that the verdict will be set 
aside on the ground that there was 
no conspiracy between the three men 
up to the time the fatal shot was 
fired. Chief Justice Falconbridge 
charged the jury particularly on this 
point yesterday, agrecing with the 
theory of the defence, and the argu- 
ment in the Court of Appeal will 
probably be confined to what follow- 
ed the shooting. 

The closing scenes in the trial were 
impressive. Tis Lordship delivered 
his charge at the opening of the 
court, bearing somewhat against the 
prisoner, and the jury retired at 
11.45 a.m, to consider their verdict. 
‘The court was then adjourned till 2 
p.m., but His Lordship did not take 
his seat on the bench till 3.45 p, m., 
when he wos summoned to give the 
jury some advice. We was nccom- 
Panied by Judge McGuire of the Yu- 
kon. The foremor explained that 
there was a difference of pinion 
mong the jurors as to what consti-

PUBLIC HEALTH REGULATIONS. 


What the Canadian Authoritics Are Dojog 


to ‘Scotch’? Bubonic—A Glasgow 


Burmajd Has the Plague. 


Ottawa, Nov. 2.—Dr. Montizam- 
bert, Director-General of Canadian 


Public Health, is ordering the en- 
forcement of strict regulations to 
prevent the introduction into Can- 
ada of the bubonic plague, which 
has* now made its appearance at 
Glasgow. All steamship companies 
are requived to furnish the quaran- 
tine officers at Canadian ports wth 
a record of the temperature of every 
Passenger within the previous 24 
hours. It is believed that the indi- 
cation of a rising temperature will 
furnish the ship’s medical officers 
with the means of detecting the dis- 
ease before it developes very far. The 
special regujations ‘against bubonic 
plague, which were ¢alled into oper- 
ation last year, will again be en- 
forced. The department here think 
these steps fully justified, and is 
confident ‘*hat with care Canadian 
ports wil) continue to show clean 
bills of health. 
Mubonic at Glassow. 


Glasgow, Nov. 2.—Another case of } 
the bubonic plague has been certified 
to here. Large numbers of people 
who have been in contact with p'ague 
cases or suspects have been isolated. 
The foreign consuls yesterday refused 
to grant clean bills of health. 

A bar maid, who was receatly 
transferred from the Central Station 
Totel (which belongs to the Caledon- 
ian Railway), to the station at Air- 


drie, is pronounced to be suffering 
from the plague.

WELCOME TO BRITAIN’S HEIR. 


A Naval Pageant at Vortsmouth and an 


Affectionate Greeting From King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra, 


Portsmouth, Eng., Nov, 2,—Yes- 
terduy’s naval pageant in honor of 
the return of the Duke and Duchess 
of Curnwall and York was almost a 
reproduction of the ce nonial ot- 
tending their departure The town 
and harbor were astir carly, im- 
mense crowds assembled along the 
sea front, and rounds of cheers 
mingled with the National Anthem 
and salutes from the harbor ships 
and Jand batteries os the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert started ; 
to meet the Ophir. On board the 
royal yacht, the King, in the un- 
dress uniform of an admiral, stood 
on the after bridge at the salute, 
while the Queen and the children of 
the Duke and Duchess paraded the 
hurricane deck. he Roads present- 
ed a striking spectacle, owing to 
the great gathering of warships 
dressed from stem to stern, with 
their yards manned and their sides | 
lined with their crews. Nelson’s old 
flagship, the Victory, started the sa- 
lute to Their Majesties, and each 
ship in turn took it up as the Vic- 
foria and Albert moved down ‘The 
Solent, accompanied by a flotilla of 
older royal yachts. 

Off Yarmouth, Isle of Wight, the 
Victoria and Albert and the Ophir 
met and exchanged signals of greet- 
ing. At about two o’clock the 
booming of distant guns announced 
the approach of the royal vessels, 
and the naval procession soon hove 
in sight. As the Victoria and Al- 


steaming in file one after the other, 
passed down the lines of the fleet, 
guns, bands and cheers comingled in 
the welcome to the royal travelers. 

As the Victorian and Albert neared 
the harbor the troops ashore pre 
sented arms, and the garrison bat- 
tery fired a final salute. The bands 
everywhere struck up ‘‘God Save 
the King,’’ and thousands of blue- 
jackets on board the ships in the 
harbor repeatedly cheered the royal 
Party. 

The demonstrations were renewed 
as the Ophir entered, her band play- 
ing “Home, Sweet Home.’ The 
Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York occupied a conspicuous posi- 
tion on the upper deck of the yacht, 
bowing in response to the demon- 
strations of the thousands of people 
lining the harbor. 

Immediately after the Victoria and 
Albert and the Ophir were moored 
at the jetty, the Duke and Duchess 
of Cornwall and York joined Their 
Majesties on the former yacht. The 
children of the Duke and Duchess 
met the latter at the gangway with 
joyful exuberance, and they entered 
the saloon of the yacht, where the 
King and Queen greeted them afiec- 
tionately. 


Sales Biggest in Years. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 2—The C. P. R.

Will Gusrd Agalnet the Invasion of 
i Smallpox aud Also cee to the En- 
forcement of the New Sanitary 

Regulations. 

In order to secure the observance 
of the rccently-adopted sanitary reg- 
ulations, and to pro t the newer 
portions of the province from the 
spreail of smallpox, the government 
yesterday appointed Dr. G, A. Houd- 
getts, of Toronto, to th> position vf 
Medical Inspector for the unorgan- 
ized Gistricts of Onturto. The ap- 
pointmept takes effect at once, and 
Dr. Hodgetts left in the afternoon 
for Sudbury, wh nee a case of soiall- 
pox had been reported in the fore- 
noon. The necessity for such an of- 
ficiai has been apparent for some 
iime. ‘Ph re isa popalation of about 
100,06U) scattered over some 400 1en- 
organized townships, extending from 
the Oltawa river to the Manitoba 
boundary, some 1,200 iniles. This 
territory has a frontier of 6,009 
miles of railway, lake and river, over 
which ths population is distrbluted, 
and from which there is danger of 
contagion being brought in. To 
meet the conditions of the scatter- 
ed pojolation, the government re- 
cently adopted regulatious for the 
protection of health of tha men 
working in the lumber and mining 
camps, saiy-mills, smelting wocks, or 
railway construction camps. To see 
that these regulations will be nni- 
formly observed will be part of Dr. 
Aoilgetts doties. The danger from 
sma)Jpox contagion is also reat, 
owing to the isolated character of 
the camps, and the frequsnt arrival 


of workmen from across the line. In 
fact. cases are reported almost 
daily. The Proyincial Secretary, 

Mr. Stratton, has also com- 


ted with Hon. Sydney Fisher, 
asking ths co-operation of tha Do- 
minion government in the proper 
protection of tho frontier from this 
disease. 

In appointing Dr. Hodgetts, a 
wise selection has been ma He

LI WUNG OCNAVGS WEALTH 


Dead Statsman was Probably the Rich 
e:t Man in the World 


In an article on the six richest men 
in the world, published in the New 
York World in 1895, Li Hung Chang 
was made to head the list with the 
sum of $500,000,000, the secord be- 
ing Mr, John D, Rookeferrer, with 
%18G,000,000. The writer says: “As 
Viceroy of the Chiness Empire Li 
Hung Chang was for years in a p 
tion to accumulate wealth of every 
sort. With his five hundred millions 
he is the owner of great rice-fields 
aud innumerable pawn shops, which 
are most profitable. In the district 
where he resides he is looked up- 
on asa yeritabie god. Hundreds of 
slnves and servants wait upon him 
and except when he is called to court 
he passes his time studying. Li 
Hung Chang is o eclf-mate man. 
Kumor says that a large part of his 
fortune is invested in English con- 
fols ond American raliway securitics 
His fortune is said to be increasing 
alt the rate of $50,000 per day. 

Li Hung Chang was the most in- 
feresting of all the rich men. 
While some rich men inherited thelr 
wealth, nearly all the others amags- 
ed theirs by simply devoting thelr 
lives entirely to it, Rut Li did 
neither, he bullt up his fortune and 
administered bis own private {inan- 
cial matters while he administered 
the affairs of a nation.

‘These 
campe ayerage about 70 men each. 
Tn all, an army of 35,009 men spend 
their winter In the woods, away 
from civilization and its refining and 
restraining influences. 

Two significant facts must be not- 
ed—lirst. that the great majority 
of thes: lumbermen arse not 21 years 
of age; second, that mamy ars ‘l- 
literate. 

The Appeal.—Our appeal to you is 
to help in the matter of providing 
reading matter for these men. The 
lumbermen and the friends of this 
movement are providing reading 
camps, (ie. shanties or houses for 
reading, recreation and teaching 
purposes), In about 85 camps. Some 
fifteen libraries hayo been already 


proyided. We are appealing now for 
the other 20. You will see that we 
are only trylng to get a good start 
this yaer, hoping to broaden ont 
work, so that by government and 
private effort every camp may be 
ultimately provided for.

Thousands hold their breath in this 
moment of suspense. A miss will cause 
the reputation of the matador to suf- 
fer.

At this moment a most terrific bel- 
low sounds from the direction ef the 
The people hear it, and con- 
gratulate each other on the feast yet 
in store. Pedro Vasquez stops in his 
stride, glances toward the tori] door, 
shrugs his shoulders, and passes on. 

“Vaya hombre !,”" erles Don Carlos, 
rubbing his hands together with de- 
light, and addressing the American, 
“you shall see fun now. I told you 
that black bull was a devil. Eyan 
brave Pedro does not fancy the busl- 
nets. Unless the varlets weary the 
animal out before he is, called, it may 
go hard with him.” 

A team of gayly capariconed mules, 
with tinkline betia ts driven {oto the 
arena, and fhe bull and dead horses 
Gragged out, after which the second 
scene will be opened, the same thing 
heing gone through with, under @ 
greater or lesser degree of excitement. 

While the arena js being cleared and 
gotten In readiness for the next en- 
gegement, Jack conyerses with the 
Spenish girl. He notes the expressive 

Hénces she casts In the direction of 
the Turkish pasha, and oa. light begins 
to steal upon him. He fancies he can 
at least understand the sudden enmity 
of that worthy In the ved fez, who has 
been Icoking upon him in the light of 
a riyal. The other matter, concerning 
Mercedes and the flower mart of Bar- 
celona, remains a deep mystery, which 
can only be solved when this strange 
girl grants him a private interview. 

She talks almost continually of 
Pedro, and more than once declares 
that she adores brave men in a man- 
ner so pointed that Jack is puzzled 
to know what she can mean. He does 
not understand women—he has always 
admitted that fact. What is this 
charming creature hinting at? Does 
she want him to spring down into the 
arena and play chulo, banderillero, 
and matador all in one? Thanks, but 
he came here to see a show, not to 
make one. These men were hired to 
eniuse people, and did but do their 
duty. Perhaps at some future time 
fate would be kind enough to give him 
a chance to proye his byavery in a way 
satisfying to even her Spanish quix- 
otic ideas.

The mules have done their duty, and 
once more the chulos and picadors 
ride forward, but the keen eyes of the 
American notes a lack of confidence in 
their actions—that awful bellow has 
frozen the marrow in their bones, and 
they fear the coming encounter with 
the flerce demon soon to be let loose. 

If Pedro Vasquez has anything uf 
the same nervousness about him, woe 
unto the matador when he comes to 
face the toro. Patience, and we shall 
fee in good time. 

All eyes are bent eagerly and hungri- 
ly on the door of the toril, whence 
must Issue the secor:d boyine monster. 
It is still clesed, but fie alquazil has 
the key in the lock, and awaits the 
signal to whirl the door open, after 
which he wili leap for his life over 
the barrier. 

Back of that door a fearful sound is 
heard, lik2 a peal of distant thunder 
oft repeated, and the audience catch 
their breath as the conyiction strikes 
home, even before they see the bull, 
that here must be a warrior fit for 
the steel of Vasquez. : 

Ah! the trumpet sounds, open files 
the door, the ground scems to tremble 
as a mad bull, black as jet and ugly 


as sin, sweeps into the arena, ready 


to do battle, 

‘Shen the silence is broken, a whirl 
of furfous applause arises, and the 
black terror is seen in hot pursuit of 
ao picador. Vain are the timid at- 
tcmpts of the chulos to distract his at- 
tention. The Iyrute keeps one object in 
his eye, and pursues it with over- 
whelming zeal. 

See! the horse is thrown oyer, gored 
to his death, and the man will be al- 
so, for his fallen steed pins him down, 


but just in the nick of time a foot- . 


man flaunts o iwlet flag before the 
Bull's eyes, dnd 18 presently assisted 
over the fence by his powerful pur 
suer, with a leg ripped open. 

The fallen picador is helped out in 
(ime, and meanwhile the black bull 
has demolished two more horses. Such 
a terrcr has never yet been seen in the 
Plaza de) Toros, and those who ought 
to be worrying him seem themselves 
only worrled lest they cannot get oyer 
the fence fast enough. 

Not a horseman js left. The animals 
He upon the sawdust, downed by the 
herns of the sable glant, while thelr 
late valiant riders sit astride the fence 
with the chulos, ready to drop back if 
the bull but winks twice, and utterly 
unmindful of the jeers that greet them 
on all sides, accompanied with a 
skower of orange parings and nuts: 

Undoubtedly the toro is master of 
the situation so far. He looks around 
Kim to make sure of this, and then 
cententedly chews at a tuft of grass 
that appears above the sawdust, which 
action is greeted with shrieks of 
laughter by the people, who declare 
this noble fellow will break the whole 
bull-fighting community up yet. 

As the remnant of the first brigade 
carnot be bribed or forced to enter 
the ring again, the dead horses ara 
removed as best they can out of the 
way with a tackle provided for this 
Turpose. Thus the ring is substan- 
tlelly cleared for the second scene o 
this. quick panorama, : 

smteF tne panderilleros with brave 
mien, bright riblions flying, and to the 
miutic of a quickstep by the band. 
Jack imagines that unless these men 
are extraordinarily spry the same 
hand will presently have occasion to 
play the Dead March in Saul, for there 
is blood’in the eye of the bull. 

He waits until one of them plants 
an explosive dart in his side, and then 
starts. Now they scatter like a flock 
of sheep. Wirst this one is chased, and 
then that other—such is the rapidity 
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of the toro’'s advances that the mei 
are bewildered by 3 

The leader js crushed against the 
planking, and a second only saves him- 
self by clinging to (he horns of the 
pull, which animal, Bae toss of his 
powerful head, sends fm into the 
crowd. 

While this scene Js taking place the 
reople haye forgotten that they have 
tonguce. Th» equal of this ebony king 
has never been seen before. He strikes 
every one with a pecullar feeling of 
alarm, and some timid souls are even 
contemplating the possibility of seeing 
him tear down the strong barrier, and 
proceed to demolish the whole amphi- 
theater. 

It takes Mr, Bull just about ten 
minutes to dispose of the banderllleros. 
He seems to enjoy the fun about as 
well as the audience do, for some of 
the Jatter have found their tongues 
now, and are shouting to the brute to 
kilt the cowardly curs who dare not 
face him, The same brayos who shout 
could not be hired to remain in that 
inclosure for half the money in Ma- 
drid, but {it {s so easy to eit in se- 
curity and guy a poor devil whose 
teeth are rattling together like casta- 
nets, and who would not if he could, 
and could not if he would. 

Is this the end? 

The black bull remains master of 
the field, and hns not been tired halt 
enough to give the matador a chance 
of killing him. Of course it {s not ex- 
pected that Pasquez will enter the 
arena unless men are found to torment 
the bull still more and weary ’im with 
feirts. 

The management attermpt to expos- 
tulate with the dart throwers, They 
will sit upon the fence and cast their 
missiles at long range. but threats 
and bribes alike fail to Induce them 
to enter. 

A low murmur, that sounds like far 
ayay thunder, gredually rising as the 
storm sweeps near, until the moan be- 
comes a shout, and this in turn a tu- 
miclt. Jack asks the cause. It is not 
difficult to find. 

The arena contains the figure of a 
man—Pedro Vasquez, Toledo blade in 
ene hand and scarlet muleta in the 
other, stands there. Braye man, he 
knows the awful chances he takes, but 
by no sign does he show fear.

The black bull 
goes back to his tuft of grass, and 
stamps viciously as though asking 
who will be the next victirn. ¥ 

There is generally a reserve mata- 
dor, and the people wait to see him 
appear, but time passes, and the bull 
alone holds the arena. 

It grows monotonous. 

News has come that although Pedro 
Vasquez will live, he has been so thor- 
oughly knocked out that he could not 
stand up again this day before a 
yearling bull. 

What now? The management ap- 
parently have made no preparation 
for an emergency of this character. 
The people must be amused, but who 
will undertake the job? After what 
has passed, it {s all a man’s life is 
worth to enter the arena with that 
sable monster, be he chulo, picador, 
or matador. 

What is that? Some Englishmen 
and Americans, delighting in fair play, 
are shouting “ Viva toro! Bravo! old 
boy! Well done!” : 

Somehow the words exasperate the 
Spaniards, whose sympathies have 
been with Vasquez. They look at 
each other, and scowl More than 
one friend of the matador touches his 
knife in a significant manner. 

Ah! here {s the gentleman who re- 
presents the management. He ad- 
vances upon a ifMtle elevated plat- 
form, and holds up his hand. It is 
wident he desires to speak. 

“ Silenzio 1" passes the word around, 
and in a minute so quiet is it that 
one can hear every word the manager 
utters. He speaks in Spanish, of 
course, and in a loud yolce. 

First of all he tells of Pedro's con- 
dition, then of the refusal of the sub- 
stitute to enter the ring with that 
mai devil, and deplores the fact thaf 
there is no man braye enough to 
make the attempt pro bono publico.

Finding 
that he has lost the game, the mata- 
dor tries to saye his life by clinging 
to the bull's horns. It is a most de- 
plorable condition for him, as he may 
never again be the people favourite 
he was, but life Is sweet even when 
one has to Ilve without the fayour of 
the fickle public, and there are mata- 
dors In the audience who haye had 
their day, and strutted upon the ficld, 
of which he has now been king for 
some years. 

The neck of the black terror fs all 
muscle, and when that awful head is 
thrown into the air Pedro Vasquez is 
Been fiving through space. He strikes 
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den lure of sufficient value to risk his 
neck for, but no one signifies such an 
‘intention. % 

When Jack Byans arises from his 
seat and takes off his coat almost 
eyery eye is instantly glued upon him.

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COMPLIMENTARY LO CANADA. 

A short report covering somag 27 
pages has just bean issued by the 
chemist av the British goverument 
laboratory on the work of the de- 
partment fon the year, and its per- 
usal discloses the fact that it con- 
tains a great deat of matter not 
only of interest to Canadians, but 
highly complimentary to what is 
one of her most important indus- 
tries. It may be noted in passing 
that the work of the chemist is very 
diversified, and the laboratory over 
whieh he presides takes cognizance 
of matters which at first sight 
gearcely appear to be exactly with- 
in the superintendence of such a 
body. It seems strange that the 
laboratory should have to test the 
quality of the silver plated articles 
intended for use at the officers’ 
mess on board His Majesty's ships, 
and that of these four were found 
deficient in the stipulated mioimum 
weight of silver.

THE NETHERLANDS AND BOERS 


Tho Government Acain Announces Its 


Polley

Ottawa, Nov. 18—The Imperial 
authorities have communicated with 
the Canadian Government in regard 
to tho recruiting of a mounted force 
in the Dominion for service in South 
Africa, and from what can be learn- 
ed it would seem that the former are 
not indisposed to accept the services 
of Canadians who may be disposed 
to volunteer for work at the front. 
The Premier is absent at Artho- 
baskaville, and a number of the min- 
isters who were seen could not give 
any information on the matter. It 
is quite reasonable to suppose,how- 
ever, that the War Office may be 
desirous of learning whether the offer 
of last spring to allow the recruiting 
of G00 mounted men in Canada is 
still open. 

The Netherlands and Boers. 


The Hague, Nov. 18.—The Govern- 
ment, in the course of a communica- 
tion to the Chamber, dealing with 
the Poreign Office estimates, reiter- 
ated Saturday its desire, for the 
time being, to maintain its policy 
of neutrality in connection with the 
South African question, and said: 

“But, while we should scrupulous- 
ly observe the obligations of inter- 
national law, no one would suggest 
that the ties of consanguinity of 
race existing between the Dutch and 
the South African states be forgot- 
ten. The Government, therefore, 
will always remain on the alert, 
to sieze an opportunity for the re- 
storation of peace.’”

London, Nov. 18.—A correspondent 
of The Times, wiring from Middle- 
berg, Cape Colony, says a Boer pa- 
trol, under Commandant Theron, son 
of the President of the Afrikander 
Bond, captured two natives near 
Burghersdorp, took them a few miles 
and then shot them. The ‘Boers 
subsequently bragged about this deed 
to a local farmer. Dissatisfaction 
is said to be prevalent among the 
Boers in the Orange River Colony, 
owing to the scarcity of provisions.

Cape own, Nov. 18.—The Parlia- 
ment of Cape Colony has been fur- 
ther prorogued until Jan. 15.

EX-TROOPER ALEX. SKINNER 


DEAD. 


Fatally Wounded While Serving the 
Bmpire in South Africa, 

A brief cablezrain was ~eceived at 
Oltawa on Friday stating that Alex. 
Skinner, of Scolt’s Railway Guards, 
had died of wounds receiyed while 
Serving on the lino belween I-udi- 
more and Vrieberg, about! 30 or 40 
miles from Kimberiey, and next 
day his relatives in town were in 
Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General con- 
yeying the sad inteligence io them 
with kindly expressions of regret and 
sympathy. 

The deceased was the eldest son of 
Mr. Alex. Skier, of the north ward, 
one of our most respected vitizens. 
and was well known (0 most of the 
residents of oun town, Lindsay hay- 
ing been his boyhood home. Young 
Mr. Skinner studied for the leght 
profession, and after graduating 
practised law at Owen Sound and Ed- 
monton N.W.! When the Strath- 
cona Horse was being formed in 
Canada, Alex. Skinner yolunteercd 
for seryice In South Africa, ‘and was 
accepted. He served with honon to 
himself and credit, to -his country, 
coming through the first ordeal un- 
scathed, although on a number of 
occasions he found himself in hot 
quarters. 

Trooper Skinner was one of the 
last of the Victoria County boys to 
recelye honors at the hands of our 
people on his return from ths battle- 
flelds of South Afric: 

In June last, ‘Atic as he was 
familiarly termed by friends, return- 
ed to Sout Afriew alous' with Col, 
Sam. Steele. Soon after his arrival 
there ho united his fortunes witn 
Scott's Railway Guards, and while on 
duty came in contact with Boers 
an) r-celyed bullet wounds. whith un- 
fortunately proved fatal. Ho now 
fills a soldier's grave, having died 
“Vor ths honor of the Empire, and 
the glory of the flag’ His death 
will be much regretted by old friends 
and ascociites, and h’s relatives (ill 
haye the warmest sympathy of the 
community and Canadians in pener- 
al. His wife, who was a Meaford 
lady, and three small ehitdron, are 
residents of Edmonton.

Continuing, the speaker said he 
blamed no party and blamed no Gov- 
ernment, but saw around him ques- 
tions demanding solution and a gen- 
eral apathy and impotence to deal 
With them, 

Political parties, 


he said, must, on 
occasions, be willing to sink their 
differences and forget who was in 
power, and who would get credit 
for the carrying out of measures, if 
they wish these measures to be car- 
ried out. 


THE OTONAGSE MYSTERY. 


‘Silent John’? Hooper Is -\live—Whose 
Body Was Found? 


Peterboro, Nov. 15.—The mystery 
surrounding the facts in connection 
with the decomposed body found in 
Charles Long’s well is growing deep- 
er. ‘“‘Silent John’’ Hooper is not 
dead, for he appeared yesterday in 
Ashburnham in the same silent way 
as has characterized him in the past 
and disappeared ongain as silently as 
he came. It was about 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning when the man 
strolled into the Maple Leaf Hotel, 
Ashburnham. We did not even bid 
the time of day to those whom he 
passed as he walked through the sit- 
ting room. He spoke to no one ex- 
cept when bombarded with questions, 
and then his speech was short and 
unwilling. Mr. George Lipsett, sen., 
at once recognized the individual as 
“Silent John’’ Hooper, who was sup- 
posed to have met his death in a 
well on the Crowley farm, in Oton- 
abee. Several other gentlemen who 
were in the hotel felt sure that they 
were not far out in their belief. 
They pressed the old man for an an- 
swer, and he admitted that he was 
Hooper, but nothing further could be 
learned irom him. ‘Silent John’’ 
stayed in Mr. Lipsett’s hotel for 
over two hours, and then left for the 
country. The matter makes the find- 
ing of the body in the well a still 
greater mystery.

OUR INLAND REVENUE. 


The Annual Bill .or Liquor and Tobacco 


—An Increase In Constunption—Growth 
of tho Cigar Factories. 


Ottawa, Nov. 15,—The annual re- 
‘ port of the Inland Revenue Depart- 
| ment for the fiscal year ending June 
| 30 last was issucd yesterday. The 
| revenue for the year was $10,608,- 
| 708, as compared with $10,039,076 
“for the previous year, an increase of 
$569,632, Tho increase in oxciso 
for the past year over 1900 was 
$491,815. During the year the quan- 
tity of spirits produced was 2,652,- 
708 proof gallons, as compared with 
2,658,557 proof gallons produced in 


the previous fiscal year, There wera 
388,265,288 pounds of Indian corn, 


8,584,201 pounds of malt, 7,672,749 
pounds of rye, 12,775 posnds of 
wheat, 399,130 pounds of oats, and 
87,380 pounds of barley used in pro- 
ducing this quantity of spirits. There 
Were 148,154 gallons of spirits ex- 
ported, as against 138,637 in the 
previous year. 

Tho tobacco manufactured during 
the year wus 11,948,805 pounds, 
compared with 11,146,218 pounds 
for 1900, an increase of over 800,- 
000 pounds. 
392,614 pounds, more than twice as 
much as the year previous. The raw 


ed to 9,848,804 pounds, or 
500,000 pounds greater than in the 
previous year, while the total to- 
bacco taken for consumption reached 
21,543,301, ov a million pounds more 
than for 1900. 

There were over two million more 


than in the previous year. The num- 
ber consumed during 
141,096,889, over three millions of 
an increase, while the number manu- 
factured was 141, 3 

Vhere were more spirits, beer and 
wine drunk during the year than in 
the previous year, and more tobacco 
was used. In 1900 there was 
sumed per head .701 spirits, 4.364 
beer, .085 wine gallons, and 2.300 
pounds of tobacco. In 1901 this was

-100 wine, and 2.404 tobneco. Tho 
calculations for the past year, how- 
ever, were made from the census re- 
turns, while the figures for the pre- 
vious year were baseé on approxi- 
mate figures.

CONSPIRACY AGAINST DOMINION 


An Unconfirmed Story of the Steps tu Ne 
akon to Overthrow the Government 


of Canada and to Set Up In It+ 
Stend ‘Tho Yukon Republic’ 
—Five Thousand Minera 


in Je 


San Francisco, Noy. 18.—The Call 
yesterday printed an unconfirmed ; 
story from Skaguay, Alaska, under / 
date of Nov, 6, telling of the discoy- 
ery of what is alleged to have been 
a huge conspiracy existing at Dav- 
son, and ramifying to Skaguay, Vic- 
toria, Vancouver and Seattle, for the 
overthrow of the local government ! 
of the Northwest Territories, and the 
establishing of a republic, with Daw- 
son as its capital. 

According to the details of 
story, arms, ammunition and pro- 
visions have ben taken in over the 
railroad and cached at strategic 
points. Prominent American resi- 
dents of Skaguay are said to be lead- 
ers in the conspiracy. Miners to tho 
number of 5,000 are said to avait 
the summons to arms, ready to fight 
for indeperdence from Dominion rule 
of the gold fields, camps and town.

The plan is to overpower the 
Mounted Police, arrest the civil au- 
thorities and take the government 


into their own hands. The rigors of 
the Arctic winters would give the in- 
surgents ‘six months immunity from 
attack by Canadian troops, and the 
adventurous arch-conspirators hope 
for intervention or outside assist- 
ance by the time the melting of the 
ice and snow will permit the invas- 
ion of their isolated republic. 

Jt is further related that a hurried 
conference, lasting until midnight, 
vias held at Skaguay Nov. 5, at 
which were present Captain Corrigan 
of the Northw Mounted — Police, 
Who had arrived from across the Can- 
adian border Jate that evening; 
Judge Brown of the United States 
District Court; U. S. Marshal Shoup; 
U. S. Attorney Prederich, and Major 
Tlovey, commanding the United 
States troops at Skaguay, attended 
the meeting. 1 

‘This was the last of several hasty 
consultations between the civil and 
military representatives of the two 
powers in relation to mysterious 
transportation of supplies into the 
interior and rumors of a conspiracy 
to lead the miners in a revolt against 
the Canadian vernnent in the 
Northwest Territories. Dhose present 
maintained subsequently the strictest 
silence concerning the new evidence 
laid before them, and their evident 
anxiety helped to confirm the rumors 
of conspiracy, 

Captain Corrigan took a train back 
across the border the next morning, 
while U. S. Marshal Shoup embarked 
on the first steamer for Seattle, 
which port he reached several days 
ago. The object of his visit was pre- 
sumably to confer by telegraph with 
the authorities at Washington. He 
sailed on Friday afternoon on the 
Dolphin, on his way back to Skag- 
uay.

Farther Casualties in the Worst 
Storm in Years. 


MORE THAN 180 WERE DROWNED 


Lifebont Capsized and Eleven of Her 
Crew Were Drowned Near Yarmouth

School Teachers, 
(Guelph Mercury, Noy. 21.) 


At the September meeting of the 


Opinions 


Board of Education a resolution syas } 
passed directing the School Manage- | 


ment Committee to look into the sub- 
Ject of vertical writing, and report 
to the Board at a subsequent meet- 
Ing as 
tnuing the system. 

In accordance syith the instruc; 
tious of the committee, Mr. D. 
Noung, acting Secretary of the 
Bonrd, wrote to schucl officials in 
several of the cities of the province, 
in order to secure the result of their 
lence with the system. Par- 
r inquiry was made as to 
ether the system was in use, and 
whether it was likely to be contin- 
ued; whether the business men of 
the place complained of the results 
of teaching the system; whether the 
system led to back-haud, and fail- 
ed to secure speed and legibility at 
the same time; and, in case the 
system had been abandoned, what 
was being, or going to be, substi- 
tuted in its place. 

in response to Mr, Young's let- 
ter eitht replies have been received. 
Ol these only one is dircetiy oppos- 
ed to the system; on the other hand 
seyeral are enthusiastic Jn praise of 
it, and a couple are rather non-com- 
mital. 

In the first case spoken of, the 
system has never (been to use. In 
answer to the question whether the 
business men complained of it, the 
writer says: “I have never heard 
one business man, whose opinion was 
worth anything, speak in its fayor, 
while 1 have heard numbers condemn 
it’ Aro hb r writes; “Pusiness men 
hay> expressed to me their dislike 
for yertical writing—but I think bad 
writi and spelling have always 
been complaints from business men.”

system, can write yery rapidly and 
at the same time with satisfactory 
legibility, is a ‘rare bird.’ * Again; 
“There Is no reason why speed and 
legibility cannot go with it, at least 
as far as public school pupils nra 
concerned. If due attention is glyen 
to training In moyoment, I can see 
vo inferiority as to speed.” 

Iv Toronto 448 teachers who had 
tried both’ systems were asked to

are many streets bordered with 
gree: gras, close-cropped and pleas- 
tog to look upon. There are others 
that receive less attention — grass 
dead, or worn away, and cracked 
earth where agreen lawn used to 
be. Let a new man take up a houso 
in oe of the latter streets, let him 
come out with a hammer and repair 
the sidewalk, paint his steps, laye 
his lawo sodded anew, and sit out in 
the eveniogs spraylig water from 
a bose on that grass plot. In a short 
time the next door will begin to tidy 
rp his premises, and the next year 
wil) sec that whole street cured of 
its elatternly habits. Appearances 
count for a great deal. Recently we 
mentioned the case of a Toronto 
man who had been trying for three 
years to sell a house Jor $1,200, but 
could not find a purchaser. So he 
spent afes dollars in painting it, 
and within a week sold it for $1,500. 

People know ‘that appearances 
connt for a great deal, but they do 
not always take adyantage of the 
krowledge. The yalue of a house or 
a farm or a store, or a printing 
oifice depends on “condition” just as 
much as does that of a horsa or cow. 
And a town or village should bo kept 
in “condition,” too, for it, also, is 
judged by appearances, and it is im- 
posgible to tell the ways in which 
a town may be beneficially or tn- 
Juriousty affected by ils appearance. 
If it is a careless, down at the heel, 
town, with broken sidewalks, bur- 
dom lined streets, and houses that 
lack paint, the visitor reeeives an 
unfayorable Impression of the place, 
And the opinion of visiturs is of 
more importance than is sometimes 
supposed. A yisitor may be the man 
who has power to decile what rate 
of fire insurance shili be paid. He 
may be the Inspector for a financial 
institution. He may be asked about 
the tonvn as the location for some 
Hew business. A preacher nay bo 
advised not to go there, a teacher 
may be urged to accept another of- 
fer In preference to one there. Peo- 
ple judge by appearances, and years 
and years after man passed 
through a town he will speak of it 
8a cood town or a dand place, 
Jost as I€ Impressed him. 

A town has just as much use for 
4% good reputation as any man can 
have 

Not long ago Mr. ©. James 
Fave an address in which he sald 
that if the towns throughout On- 
tirio would derote the energy which 
(hey expend in trying to bnild them- 
selves up ag manufacturing centres 
to the development of the resonrces 
of the agricultural districts In which 
they are situated it would result 
\u far greater prosperity than they 
tow enjoy. He suggested that tha 
business men of the towns should 
assist In bringing agrienlture ‘to

“Resolved, that in the opinion of 


this convention, the treaty known as _ nothing, putting up with nothing but 


the French reciprocity convention 
should not be ratified.” It was re- 
ferred to a comunittee. 

Titus Sheard of Little Falls, N.Y., 
declared that competition was the 
means for resolving any reciprocity 
Proposal into its proper class. He 
soid the Trench reciprocity treaty 
had officiated actually to reduce the 
duties on knit goods 2 to 10 per 
cent. below the duties imposed 
the Wilson bill. A great deal of for- 
eign trade was done on a profit of 5 
Per cent. 

The session adjourned at noon, 
when the officers of the convention 
and a committee of 10 Proceeded to 
tho White House and called on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

The session last night was devoted 
Mainly to tho question of reciprocal 
trade relations with Canada. Several 
papers were read, after which some 
routine business was disposed of, and 
the convention finally adjourned. 

The views of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce on the subject of recip- 
rocity with Canada were presented 
in a paper by Mr. George P. Cop- 
Pins.

Mr. F. W. Hodson ta ,his letter to 
the Farming World in 
Hfon. John Dryden's investment In oa 
Dakota ranch, shows that Mr. Dry- 
den and those associated with him 
in making this investment were 
working in tho interests of Ontario 
farmers. Mr. Hodson reyiews the 
Canadian live stock (rade and states 
that on thei dairy farms of Ontario 
thousands of calves were killed at 
birth because dairymen did not find 
it profitable to rear them, feeding 
the skim milk to pigs. The remoyal 
of the United States quarantine 
against Canada, through the efforts 
of Mr. Fisher, and Mr. Dryden at 
Washington, had greatly developed 
the store cattle, or stocker trade, 
During the last four and one-half 
years of the quarantine only 3,762

“Oh, 
yes,” wns tho reply, “I often take 
amorning walk there before break- 
fast.’ adding, “it is only about flye 
hundred miles,” According to an- 
other story, ft the time of the 
Queen's Jubilee in’ London, a lady 
of rank seut an invitation for a gar- 
den party to some Canadinns. It 
was a pleasant letter, and very 
kindly expressed, and sheenled ‘by 
saying, “Please come in your na- 
tive dress.” 

Ap important judgment bearing on 
Omteroal societies was glyen by 
Judge Falconbridge, Wednesdayi in 
Vatcher vs. Song of England. The 
dues end premiums were payabla on 
the Isl of each month, and had been 
paid in full up to July 3ist, 1901. 
The plaintiff ou August 8th, after 
the death of the insured, but with- 
out Knowing of it, brought tha 
amount of the dues payable on Ang. 
ist to the house of W. N. Syms, sec- 
retary of the subordinate lodge of 
which deceased was a member, and 
the proper officer, to receive it, but 
he was out.

In an address in Toronto on Sun- 
day Rey. Mr. Pedley had sone hard 
things to say of gambling and gam- 
Dlers, and incidentally he takes a slap 
at the Phariseeism which has made 
Toronte the byword of the country. 


Here are some of his sayings: 
“Gambling has ever flonrished 
where men were most clyilized. 
“fhe root of gambling is the de- 
sirc of men’ to forecast tha future. 
“There is an Involuntary tribute 
in gambling to the intelligence of 
man. When the desire to forecart 


cattle, valued at $52,606, were ex- 
ported from Canada to tha United 
States.

‘This 
increased stocker trade, Mr. Hod- 
son points ont, has not decreased 
the feeding of beef in Ontario, the | 
cattle exports to Britain being near- | 
ly 25 per cent. more in yalue in 
1900 thun in 1896, nor any other 
of the ailied industries. When the 
dairymen get a good market for 
calves and yearlings as well as for | 
pigs, they are more independent. 
There are still, however, hundreds 
of calyes killed because, improved 
aa the market is, It is still insuf- 
ficient to abeorb the natural sup- 


ply of stockers. To help to oyer- 
come this difficulty, Mr. Hodson 
bays, a number of Canadians met 


and discussed the desirability of es- 
tablishing American depots for Can- 
adian pure breds and store stock. 
Tho first step in thls directiow wag 
tho establishment of the much-dis- 
cussed “Dryden ranch’: jn Dakota, 
the history of which is as follows: 
The company has ao authorized cap- 
ital of $250,000. Tho entire amount 
has not been subserlbed, but it is 
proposed to dispose of a considerable 
portion of it within tho next six 
months. Lhe company owns 160 
acres fronting on the White River, 
in South Dakota. This is necessary 
in order to ensure water privileges 
for the cattle. This constilutes the 
land boldings of the company. The 
entire ranching terrilory in Dakota 
is free to such persons os desire to 
use it,s0thatno further purchases 
will” be needed. The inyestment is, 
therefore, almost entirely In cattle. 
Tt is proposed to run from 5,009 to 
10,600 head. These must be  pur- 
chased in Canada. They will be 
turned on the range when a year 
old, or less than two years, and will 
remain until they are coming four, 
when it is expected they will be 
ready for market. 

Mr. olson expects much greater 
cesulis from this enterprise when 
other ranchmen see how well adapt- 
fi Canadian stock is for the purpose, 
and he concludes his letter by say~ 
ing. “I (rust that liberal-minded and 
patriotic Canadians will establish

Inspector Knight’s Explanation. 

In November of last year the fin- 
ance and assessment committee of 
the County Council passed a moon 
strougly, censuring P. M. Steers for 
meting out such a severe punish- 
ment to seyeral small bays by send- 
inv them to the Victoria Industrial 

School at Mimico for a term of 

‘years, and thus saddling the County 
of Victoria with a big expense. At 
rhe meeting of the Children’s Aid 
Society the question came up as to 
jyhat shal! be done with a boy who 
continues to run away from the 
home in which he had been placed. 
; Rey. Mr. Hughsop said he might be 
sent to Mimico, bat hayivg in mind 
a certain discussion that occurred 
in the County Council yentured to 
say that the county legislators 
might object to paying tho exp 
Mr KRient then said eat them ik 
and stated that the County officials 
made fools of themselyes by that 
resolution condemning P. M. Steers. 
He would say that although one of 
hid own friends was a party te the 
motion. r 

On motion of Mr. Fairbaira, see- 
onded by Dr. Wood, Mr. Knight was 
askew to give an explanation of his 
remarks at the meeling.— Carried. 

Mr. Knight—“I think, before any 
such resolution was passed it would 
bave been wiser for you to ascer- 
tain vif the newspaper report was 
correct. I never ‘had to make an 
apology for any statements I ever 
made before, and ‘I cannot see why 
I should keep my month closed be- 
@ause ] am a servant of the County 
If I Go my work right then I do 
not see why you should complain. 
Tam not going to deny the report. 
In explanation, I do not remember 
using the word, “kick,” but 1 might 


have said something similar. Mr. 
Hughson wade o remark thot was 


omitted in the mosvspaper report— 
that the town of Lindsay had been 
free of tramps since -P M. Steers ac- 
cepted this postlion. L might )inve 
sald that the Geounceil made fools of 
themselyes—i€ any persors go oul of 
their way they make foola of !them- 
selves. It is o mere smylag of mir 
from which you gentlemen have c 
sired an entirely different mean- 
ing. I haye been your servant for 
Over 50 years, have wlways bean in 
perfeet larmony and have helped 
further any question pursued Iy the 
Council Thave never iticized any 
off your undertakings, such’ as the 
House of Refuge and Good Roads 
movements, but because T do not ap- 
prove of your condemning Mr. Steers 
you ask’ me to apologize. Because 
T an) ao servant is it right that 1 
should be gagged in this matter? 
If so, the quicker we kuow jt the 
better it will be for us, D. M. Steers 
hag rid this town of tramps, thieves 
and other criminals, Poor Mr. 
Agnew (murdered in Lindsay some 
years ago) might have boon alive to- 
day if young Kearney had not been 
let go op suspended sentence by Mr. 
McIntyre, ‘then Police Magistrate. 
AA for as Mr, Steers 1s concerned, he 
is only doing his duty. If you take 
a different view of the question, 
then, gentlemen, an excaedingiy 
sorry for uttering those remark 

Mr. Staback—"T think, genUlemen, 
dhat the explanation made by In- 
spector Kulzhit is nol sufficient to 
satisfy Mio Council. Te is a slur on 
uk and the people we represent. If 
the Inspector has called ux fools in 
a state of passion he might be exens- 
able, but! those words were used by 
him In perfeet calmness, therefore 
he should apologize ilke a gentie- 
man, Whit will Whe people of this 
county suy to! us wien they hear 
(hat our Inspectlor—n servant of the 
county, an educated man, with in- 
fluence ca'led us fools? We shoald 
haye something more than an 
apology to us—il should be an apol 
ogy Inserted in the two town news- 
papers over his signature. 

Mr. McGee — “As seconder of the 
motion passed in Council T do not 
think Mr. Knight's apology is suf- 


ficient, T am thoroughly) in aecord 
with the action of last year’s Council 


condemning Mr. Steers for the severe 
senteuce Imposed om those boys. Mr. 
Steers may be a2 good man to keep 
down crime, but his action in this 
particular case was now just the 
thing. I object to Mr. Knights ex- 
planation entirely—he should retract 
his statements.” 

Mr. Johnson—“I agree with the 
other two speakers—the Council has 
beon Injured by Mr. Kaleht's stale- 
ment going Into print and we must 
have a better, apology thav the In- 
spector made. I never protested 
against the action of P. M. Steers, 
bul In this particular case, he was 
indisereet; it was not right to send

Mr. Walrbalrn—Mr. night has

If we ore to be slandered by 
our own offleer tien I would move 
that he be dismissed, Mr. Knight 
hae a perfect right to publle eitizen- 
ship, but he has nol tho right to 
call up fools because we condemn

As far as Tam concerned T 
would fayor a -compromise, and not 
haye Mr. Knight consult 1 soilvitor.” 
Mr. Knight—“f admit what IT said, 
no donbt I should nol have used jthe 
language. Idid not convey the 
meaning you haye taken. I consider 
myself a man of mature thought.” 
Mr. Staback — “I want matters 
made right with this Council, and 
Mr. Knight must take back what 
he said. We has no right to call us 
fools. I want an apology to sult 
this Couneil—nol him. IT am per- 
fectly willing to adjourn the commit- 
tee until to-morrow.” i: 
Dr. Wood—{This }s certainly uu- 
fortunate for Inspector Knight. He 
has a right to express lilinself' col- 
lectively and individually but as for 
calling us fools: he should apologize. 
Mr. Steers did not do right in send- 
ing those children to Mimico and 
ihns burden this county with ex- 
pense. They. should have been sent 
home to thetr mothers,and whipped 
severely for committing erine.

This an- 
pual cost td the county Is $116, a 
Mability placed on the county under 
the Industrial Schooi act, which car- 
vies with il no right to the munici- 
pality to exercise any control. The 
matler causes your committee great 
surprise. They recommend that the 
accounts be passed, but they further 
recommend that a protest be re- 
corded against the course pursued 
by the Police Magistrate In com- 
mittingy so many children’ to the In- 
dustrial School for offences and un- 
der conditions as to ages and sur- 
vounding cirenmstances that ‘your 
committee believe do not justily the 
action of the Magistrate, and 50 in- 
volving the county in an expense 
thant {o your committee seems nn- 
worrantable.”

TO BRING BRIGANDS TO TIME. 


United States Consul Dickinson May Give 


Captors of Miss Stone Ten Daye to 
Accept £10,000, 


Sofia, Noy. 23.—Mr. Dickinson, the 
diplomatic agent here of the United 
States, started yesterday for Con- 
Stantinople, there to confer with 
Spencer Iddy, the secretary of the 
United Stntes Legation, as to the 
best means of hastening a solution 
in the deadlock which has arisen in 
negotintions over tho release of Miss 
Stone. Mr. Dickinson will probably 
return here, bringing with him cash 
with which to pay Miss Stone’s ran- 
pom, os her kidnappers insist that 
this payment be made in Turkey. 

Mr, Dickinson is considering the 
advisability of presenting on ultima- 
tum to the brigands, in which he will 
fix ten days as the perlod within 
which £10,000 must be accepted by 
the brigands as Miss Stone’s  ran- 
som. If this proposal is not accept- 
ed by her captors, all dealings with 
the bandits, so fur as the United 
States is concerned, will cease. 

If these conditions have not  al- 
-ready been dictated by Mr. Dickin- 
son, the ultimatum compromising 
them will almost certainly be deliy- 
ered as soon as the American diplo- 
Matic agent returns from Constanti- 
ople.

Commendable Interest is Now 
Being Displayed 


THE SUGAR BEET QUESTION 


DEPUTATION MET TIME COUN- 
TY COUNCIL LAST FRIDAY 


Asking that a Grant be Made to Pay a 
Ganvasser to Secure o Guarancee 
of 5,000 Aores of Beets. 

Messrs. Jos. Keith, Wm. Channon, 
Geo, Payne, Johnston lis and T. 
Stewart, represented a deputation 
that wailed on the County Counell 
yesterday, asking for a grant to eu- 
able them to engage u mau to can 
yoss the farmers to grow super 
beets. 

Mr. Ellis sald ithe sugar beet ques- 
tion was a very important one — 
especially now — to the farmers of 


this County, He, with some other 
gentlemen, hal gone to Peterboro, 
aod through their iwfluence thay 


eded in getting seed from the 
government to make a test of beet 
growing In this County. The test 
had been made and had proved a 
gratifying, success. Nine plots in 
this County were tested against Pe- 
terboro’s 21, and in spite of the dis- 
proportion Lindsay ranks third on 
tha list of twelve different towns in 
the proyince. , Before papitallsts 
could be approached with the object 
of urging them to locate oa factory 
in Lindsay we must be able to guar- 
antee to them a sufficient acreage 
to warrant them, to establish such 
an industry. Tho object of the de- 
putation in appearing before Couu- 
cil was to ask that a’ suitable grant 
be made to enable them to engage 
a man to go about among tho far- 
mera of this County to canvass them 
to grow sugar beets. He remember- 

dd quite well how difficult ib was 
to get farmers to raise ho? peas, 
but now there Is no trouble. There 
had been twelve tests of sugar beets 
{n the proyince Instead of six, as at 
first intended, and Lindsay stands 
third. Perhaps if somd of the far- 
mors had followed instructions mere 
ecorefully, and the tests had been 
made from 21 plots instead of 9, 
Lindsay might have beaded the list. 
The conditions had been unfayorable 
for beel growing--early in the sea- 
son there was too much rain, and in 
{he summer it was dry, and conse- 
quently the ground, got very hard. 
On sandy land tho beets had done 
well, He (the speaker) pulled his 
beets before the proper time—when 
they were making sugar—and al- 
though it was a blunder on -his part, 
he could say he was never, notified 
when to pull them. 

Mr. Channon said the people of 
the County ought to interest them- 
selyes in this important question. 
If citizens had not taken adyantage 
of the offer to establish a hospital 
in Lindsay we would not have such 
a handsome building to-day, and now 
we should exert ourselves to try, W 
possible, to locate a sagar refinery 
in the County: Definite steps could 
not be tuken until the possible facre- 
ago had been ascertained. They 
wished the Council to make a grant 
to employ 4 man to canyaas the far- 
mers. We are favorably situated, 
and if any county can do it surely 
Victorian can grow 5,000 acres; If 
not we can draw from surrounding 
counties. At Wallaceburg a site for 
a factory was selected by capital- 
ists, but they could not secure the 
required number of acres of beets 
to warrant them to build. He had 
frown on a half-acre of land six 
wagon loads, amounting to 40 
bushels to the load, making a total 
of 246 bushels, which was a fair 
showing. The land in the County of 
Vietoria is suitable for growing 
sugar beets, and there |s abtund- 
anes of Iimestone and water. Ber- 
lin is mpking a strong attempt to 
secure a factory, und we ought to 
do tho same. Two years ago there 
was not a sugar factory tn the State 
of Michigan, but now there are 12 
or 15. In Illinois there are a num- 
ber of factories, and (hose States 
must have met with many difficul- 
ties at first in securing the requir- 
ed ucreage. We haye not come 
here to further our individual inter- 
ests, but those of the County at 
large. We must get the farmers in- 
terested, and if a sugar factory Is 
m good thing, Jet us haye one at 
our doors. 

Mr. Keith pointed ont that Ber- 


lin was the lowest on the list of 
tents, while Lindsay ranked third. 
Perlin is securing a factory because 
they are giying a bonue of $30,000. 
Limestone of the right kind can be 
secured, and we have the right kind 
of soil. We must secure a guaran- 
teo of the required number of acres, 
and that can only be gotten by can- 
yassing the farmers. When we get 
the acreage then we car talk busi- 
ness. One farmer ha remarked to 
him tht if he could grow as good 


crops of beets in other years as this 
he would cultivate 200 acres. The 
price the farmer can secure for beets 
is about $4 per ton. 

Mr. G, Payne said hie was interest- 
ed in the growing of sugar bests, 
ond somo of his neighbors were al- 
so. A sugnr refinery would be a 
grand thing for this County, and 
there should not be any trouble in 
inducing tho farmers to grow sugar 
beets. The beets he grew this year 
weighed 21 tous to the acre; the 
seed was sown in May, when it waz 
very wet. 

Mr. Stewart said he would not at- 
tempt to tell Now to grow sugar 
beets, but wished to say that the 
question should interest every citi- 
gen of the County. A meeting In 
April last, composed mainly of far- 
mers, hnd been largely attended. 
Prof. Shuttleworth was present and 
told them many important things 
about the sugar beet. Sugar beets 
frown in this County has been on 
exhibition at the Toronto Pair, and 
Mr Hopkins was written to by a 
party, but since then tha promoters 
had gone to Berlin. It was import- 
ant that the raw material should 
bo guaranteed, and the acreago must 
be within reach of the factory. Far- 
mers will reallza about $4 pec ton 
for beets making 1% per cent. sugar. 
A dugor factory would be a per- 
manent Indw@gtry for ill time to 
come. Our object is to secure the 
number of acres required to Juatl- 
fy the erection of o factory, and 
In order to do that we should take 
definite steps at once. A canvass of 
the farmers in the County should /be 
instituted, and wo ask for a grant 
to defray a man's expenses iin going 
arovnd, Meetings should be held in 
country schoolhouses to discnsa the 
question, o8 It would be Impossible 
to call on every farmer, and names 
could then be secured. A’ rrant of 
§500 wonld be a snitable amount,
